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GOLD

HUNDREDS of struggling residents 
have struck gold by getting a job 
thanks to an innovative royal 
borough jobs scheme. 

The GOLD scheme is a council-run 
initiative which guards residents against 
hardship by helping them to gain new 
skills and work experience so they have a 
better chance of getting a job. 

Since its launch in 2013 nearly 400 
residents have benefited - with 73 per cent 
of participants completing six-month 
paid work placements and going on to 
employment as a result. 

GOLD, which stands for Greenwich 
Opportunities Learning and 
Development, is specially designed for 
residents who are affected by recent 
welfare reforms or those involved with 
the royal borough’s Families First 
programme. The programme offers 
specific support to residents dealing with 
issues involving youth crime, antisocial 
behaviour, high levels of truancy, health 
concerns or adult unemployment. 

As well as the paid work experience

From next month, it 
should be significantly reduced with the 
completion of our £10m upgrade of the 
ferry infrastructure which will reduce 
delays and suspensions of the ferry service. 
We're also improving our liaison with 
the Metropolitan Police to ensure better 
enforcement of the rules on yellow box 
junctions when they become congested." 


More signs to ecology park please 


YOUR paper recently included a feature 
telling everyone about the Greenwich 
Peninsula Ecology Park, the events and 
educational programmes it runs and the 
plans for the new classroom to be built on the 
park (GT September 22). The park also has its 
own website. But I often come across people 
who have never heard of the ecology park. 

I think one of the reasons could be that there 
are not enough signposts giving directions 
to the park. There's one at the Greenwich 
Yacht Club and at The 02 on the Thames 
Path. But there aren't any at the Oval Square 
bus stops near to the park, none at North 
Greenwich station or on the Thames Path 
from Woolwich. It would be a big help if more 
signs could be put up. I hope you can help 
with this matter.

WHETHER it's the swings or the slides, it's 
all fun and games at the new nursery at the 
Vista Field Children's Centre. 

Families enjoyed fun play sessions with 
puzzles, books, dressing up, and musical 
instruments inside, with water and sand 
play, painting and collage, outside. 

The celebration on October 8 marked the 
launch of a new nursery provision and 
Councillor John Fahy, the royal borough's 
deputy leader and cabinet member for 
children's services, was there to join events 
including afternoon tea. 

The new provision offers nursery care for 
children aged three months to four years, 
with places for Together for Twos as well as 
full fee paying places.

Primary schools shine in 
national league tables 


ROYAL Greenwich primary schools get a ten out 
often for the three Rs according to the latest Key 
Stage One results for seven-year-olds. 

In reading, writing and maths. Royal Greenwich 
is in the top ten boroughs in England, for the 
proportion of pupils achieving Level 2B+ (the 
higher range of the 'expected standard' for 7 
year olds) at Key Stage 1. The Royal Borough 
is also in the top ten boroughs in England, for 
the proportion of pupils who exceeded the 
expected standard, and were assessed as Level 
3 or above in all three subjects. 

In their assessments for writing. Royal 
Greenwich pupils came joint first with Central 
Bedfordshire, for the proportion who achieved 
Level 3 or above; while for maths the borough 
came joint second alongside Surrey for the 
proportion of pupils achieving Level 3 or above. 

For reading, the highest performing primary 
schools were Halstow in Greenwich, Deansfield 
in Eltham, St Patrick's in Plumstead, Our Lady 
of Grace RC School in Charlton, and Meridian 
in Greenwich. Coming top in writing were 


Brooklands in Blackheath, James Wolfe 
in Greenwich, Our Lady of Grace, St Mary 
Magdalene in Woolwich and Deansfield in 
Eltham. In maths, the top achievers were 
Deansfield, Halstow, Brooklands, Our Lady of 
Grace, and St Patrick's. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council's cabinet member 
for children's services, said: "These are 
astonishing results - our best ever. Our primary 
schools have risen to the challenge to do 
even better than they were doing before. It's 
a tremendous achievement, and it's all down 
to total commitment by our head teachers, 
staff and governors, and most importantly, the 
children themselves."

Brothers mark 1 25 years 
of family business

THE borough’s Mayor got a taste 
of traditional London fare when 
he called in at Goddards pie, mash 
and liquor restaurant in Greenwich 
to mark its 125 years as a family 
business. 

Cllr Norman Adams met the staff, 
including brothers Jeff and Kane 
Goddard, the fourth generation who now 
run the business in King William Walk. 

It was founded in 1890 by Alfred Goddard 
in Evelyn Street, Deptford, London, and 
opened in Greenwich in 1952, the year the 
Cutty Sark arrived to be moored in dry 
dock. 

Jeff and Kane were introduced into the 
business at an early age - both boys were 


working in the shop at the weekends from 
10 years old. 

Jeff told GT: “I’m really proud of what 
we do. When the business reached 100 
years old my dad, Dave Goddard, passed 
away so we couldn’t really celebrate. So we 
are celebrating his life this year, as well as 
the 125 years since the business started. 

“The television show ‘Bake-off’ has done 
wonders for us. People like wholesome 
food that fills you up, so the best times for 
us are spring and autumn - when it’s hot in 
the summer most people want cold food. 

“Not a lot of businesses can say they 
are still family-orientated. We get our 
regulars and the locals, but Greenwich 
is such a big place for tourists, and they 
are looking for something traditional. 
Today, we get every type of person come 
in. In the last hour we must have had 20 
different nationalities - tourism is getting 
really massive now in Greenwich.” 


School makes sure 
everyone is included 


TIMBERCROFT Primary School in Plumstead 
has won a high-level award for the way it 
helps children with additional educational 
needs. 

An assessor from the Inclusion Quality 
Mark organisation spent two days at the 
school sitting in on lessons, and talking to 
children, staff, the school council, parents 
and governors. She wanted to find out 
whatTimbercroft did to meet additional 
educational needs to see if its work merited 
award of the mark. 

The assessor was so impressed by what 
she found that she decided the school 
should be graded as a 'Centre of Excellence 
for Inclusion'- the highest award available 
- making Timbercroft the first royal 


borough school with the accolade. 

Deputy head Amy Massey, who is also 
the school's inclusion manager, said: "This 
means we will be able to have other schools 
visiting us to see what we do, as well as 
demonstrating good practice to other 
schools. 

"We work with different agencies, such as 
education psychiatrists, and see what they 
recommend. We went outside the borough 
to do this and to organise the training, 
and then we then brought it back into the 
school." 

The Inclusion Quality Mark is recognised 
by schools' watchdog Ofsted and the 
plaque awarded to Timbercroft is now on 
show in the main foyer.

placements, GOLD also offers a one- 
year apprenticeship scheme for young 
people. So far 288 people have been 
helped into the placements, with 103 
young residents under 25 benefiting 
from the apprenticeships. 

The scheme also provides a range of 
additional support for residents who 
need it, including one-to-one help, 
interview preparation and training, 
dedicated childcare support, part-time 
shifts compatible with school hours and 
supported job-searching. 

Mum Lisa was referred to Families 
First through her son’s school and 
has been working in caretaking with 
the council for a month. She said: 
“It was a bit scary but the support 
was there when I needed it and it’s 
given me a more positive outlook. It’s 
such a valuable experience. It’s really 
improving my confidence, helping me to 
be more outgoing and giving me focus 
and direction.” 

Angela, who was referred by the 
council’s welfare reform team, was 


selected after an interview with GLLaB, 
the borough’s jobs and training agency. 
She said: “I am now on a caretaker 
placement in Abbey Wood. I’m really 
happy with my job - it’s good to be part 
of a team. The placement is going to 
help me develop and look after the local 
environment - it’s important to keep 
my area clean and clear of rubbish.” 

Cllr Denise Scott-McDonald, 
the council’s cabinet member for 
community wellbeing and public health 
said: “I am proud that the council is 
successfully supporting local people 
and tackling the hardships affecting 
out of work residents hit by the welfare 
reforms. 

“GOLD’S innovative approach helps 
residents gain the skills and experience 
towards permanent employment 
and is delivering positive outcomes 
beyond those seen for similar national 
schemes.”

Benefit fraudsters 
to pay back £25,000 


THREE people have been 
successfully prosecuted 
for defrauding the royal 
borough and are now 
paying back more than 
£25,000 they fraudulently 
claimed. 

The three all appeared before 
Bexley Magistrates earlier 
this month and their cases, 
all involving benefit fraud, 
underline the message that 
those seeking to deceive the 
council in this way will be 
caught and punished. 

In the first case Ms Claire 
Lyel, a 36-year from Woolwich 
was sentenced to a 12-month 
community punishment 
order with a requirement 
that she undertakes 150 hours 
of unpaid work, after being 
found guilty of defrauding the 
royal borough out of housing 
benefit of over £5,000. 

Investigators from the 
council’s audit & anti-fraud 
team found that during the 
period from June 2013 to

September 2014, Ms Lyel had 
failed to declare her salary 
increase and that she had 
fraudulently claimed £5,363.92 
in housing benefit. The full 
amount is now being repaid 
to the royal borough, and Ms 
Lyel has also been dismissed 
from her job. 

In the second case Mr Sinniah 
Sivaraj ah, aged 65 of Woolwich, 
was sentenced to a 12-month 
community punishment 
order with a requirement that 
he undertakes 120 hours of 
unpaid work in the community 
for having defrauded the royal 
borough of housing benefit 
totalling over £14,000. This 
amount is now being repaid. 

Mr Sivaraj ah had declared 
his part-time work as a sales 
assistant at an off-licence since 
1998, claiming that he earned 
£80 a week and was in receipt 
of Housing Benefit to support 
his rental payments. However, 


Mr Sivaraj ah failed to declare 
that he also had several 
bank accounts that showed a 
variety of unexplained credits 
totalling in excess of £125,000 
over a period of almost 5 
years. 

In the third case Mr Arri 
Omar was sentenced to 
16 weeks imprisonment 
suspended for 12 months, by 
Bexley Magistrates on October 
7, for having defrauded the 
council of Housing Benefit 
totalling over £6,270. 

Following an anonymous 
tipoff it was discovered that Mr 
Omar, formerly of Brinkburn 
Close in Abbey Wood, had been 
living in Norway since 2014 
not at his council property. Mr 
Omar, 30, failed to declare he 
was no longer resident at the 
council address and continued 
to receive housing benefit 
payments, which covered his 
rent. The property has since 
been recovered and relet to 
a family in genuine housing 
need. 


Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for anti-fraud, said: “I am 
appalled by the actions of 
these people in defrauding the 
royal borough, particularly 
as this money is needed by so 
many people in genuine need 
within our borough. 

“These three cases involve 
the loss of over £25,000 in 
benefits and, thanks to the 
continuous hard work of 
the royal borough’s Internal 
Audit & Anti-fraud team, 
these fraudsters have been 
caught and every penny of the 
money they defrauded will be 
repaid. 

“I urge other residents to 
report fraud so that other 
fraudsters out there can have 
their time in court.”

SOLDIERS from the 1st Battalion 
The Royal Anglian Regiment - 
nicknamed The Vikings - are back 
home at Woolwich Barracks after a 
year in action across the globe. 

The final troops returned last 
Wednesday (October 14) after a tour 
of duty supporting Britain’s defence 
interests. 

It meant they were reunited with their 
families and their comrades after months 
apart.

The Vikings carried out three separate 
missions overseas and many overseas 
exercises and commitments.

Troops have been deployed this year on 
operations in Afghanistan, Mali, and 
Bulgaria. Others have been involved in 
military training exercises in Canada, 
Italy and the Pyrenees. 

Commanding Officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel Dominic Biddick, said: “As part 
of the NATO Resolute Support mission, 
this force has protected more than 7,000 
coalition personnel providing critical 
advice and assistance to the government 
of Afghanistan.

CALLING all landlords or property 
owners who need a helping hand to 
let their houses or flats to tenants. 

The Royal Borough of Greenwich wants 
to encourage more landlords to lease 
their property to the council, so that it 
can house people who are in housing 
need. In return, the council will give a 
grant of up to £15,000 so any necessary 
repairs or improvements can be carried 
out on the property. 

If the upgrading costs are more than 
£15,000, the council can provide an 
interest-free loan of up to another 
£20,000 to help pay for the work. Grants 
may also be available for properties that 
are to be let for multiple occupation. 

In return, rents must be set at a rate 
that is affordable for tenants receiving 
housing benefit, and the property must 
continue to be let for the next three 
years. If it becomes empty during that 
time, landlords must agree to accept 
tenants nominated by the council. 

One landlord who signed up to the 
scheme is Mark Doyle, who owns several 
shared houses in the borough and rents 
out rooms privately. He had worked 
with the council to provide emergency 
accommodation and short tenancies, 
and was looking to improve two of the 


properties that needed updating. 

He worked with the council to convert 
a house in Plumstead Common Road 
into three one-bedroom flats and three 
self-contained units with bathroom and 
cooking facilities. The project is costing 
around £125,000 and the council is giving 
him a grant of £50,000 towards the cost, in

return for securing the units for future use. 

As a result of the project’s success, Mr 
Doyle has agreed a similar arrangement for 
a second property, which will be converted 
to six self-contained units. Work is due to 
start once the first project is finished. 

Mr Doyle said: “The grants scheme is 
a good one because landlords can get a 
grant to refurbish properties to a high 
standard. It has helped me provide good 
accommodation for people who need it. 
There is a need for accommodation, both 
council and private, to house people, 
and this helps to the accommodation 
available. I would definitely recommend 
this scheme to other landlords.” 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing and human resources, 
said: “This collaboration will result in 
high-standard accommodation being 
made available to the council to house 
vulnerable people on housing benefit who 
need to find good quality, private rented 
accommodation at an affordable rent. 
The scheme is designed to help reduce 
the council’s use of high- cost, private 
sector placements to provide emergency 
accommodation for homeless people.”

SO far over 3,800 smokers have been 
advised on how to kick the habit half 
way through Stoptober - the month- 
long stop smoking campaign. 

More than 700 have gone on to get 
further advice and so far, 153 have signed 
up for the 28-day Stoptober Challenge 
and promised to quit smoking either at a 
drop in clinic, pharmacy or GP surgery. 

The campaign took centre stage at 
The Valley, Charlton Athletic’s ground, 
earlier this month ahead of the club’s 
home clash with Fulham. 

Stop smoking advisers from the Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust (CACT) spoke 
with fans outside the ground offering 
advice, smoking-related health checks 
and information on quitting.

they reminded smokers that it is now 
illegal to smoke in vehicles with someone 
under 18 present.

Councillors, health leaders and community groups have pledged 
to work together to get results. 


M ORE than 100 people representing 
health and public services, 
community organisations, 
businesses, schools, colleges and 
community groups, got together for the 
official launch of “Healthy Greenwich, 
Healthy People” - a new health 
campaign, last Wednesday (October 14). 


It was held at The Valley, Charlton, with 
council leader Cllr Denise Hyland (pictured 
right) chairing the conference. The local 
Health and Wellbeing Board pinpointed 
obesity and improved mental wellbeing as 
areas to focus on to prevent wide-ranging 
poor health, disability and even premature 
death in the coming years. 

A key theme of the strategy is that tackling 
obesity and improving mental wellbeing needs 
efforts from many people and organisations. 
For example, employers are being encouraged 
to help reduce stress in the workplace, while 
the council is promoting walking and cycling. 

Cllr Hyland said: “Obesity and poor mental 
health have a huge impact on the lives of 
the individuals and on their families. They 
also place enormous pressures on health 
and social care services at times of reducing 
budgets.

We 
already support several successful projects 
that are making an important difference to 
people’s lives. But there is a pressing need to 
step up our efforts, and we are committed to 
increasing the scope and range of services, 
and to work even more closely with the local 
community to help people turn their lives 
around.”

Several projects are running in the borough to 
help tackle obesity. They include: 

Greenwich Get Active, which organises 
thousands of physical activity sessions for 
people. Since 2012 it has signed up more than 
7,500 people. 

Good Food in Greenwich 
which is a network of businesses, 
individuals and organisations 
working towards a fairer, healthier, 
more sustainable food system. 

Greenwich Community Cookery Clubs, a free, 
open access, cook and eat programme delivered 
as a course of weekly sessions over five weeks. 

The Healthier Catering Commitment, which 
signs up food outlets and cafes to improve the 
food they sell by making small changes such as 
offering healthier options. 

Targeted courses for families with overweight 
children at leisure and children's centres. 


SCHOOLS play an important role in helping 
to keep children fit and physically active. One 
that is totally committed is Cardwell Primary in 
Frances Street, Woolwich. 

It has organised workshops from Paralympian 
Andy Barrow, a wheelchair basketball 
tournament, a sponsored skip, football training, 
and a visit from Charlton Athletic player Callum 
Harriott. Pupils and staff volunteered their time 
to make the events a big success. 

The school was commended by the London 
Mayor when they won the award for sports 
and healthy living in this year's Team London 
Schools Awards. They were one of six winners 
chosen from a thousand London schools.

health and education activities for young 
people across the borough.
